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Black firm ‘to pay $985 million’ 
for giant Beatrice food company

CLEVELAND -- Reginald 
Lewis, a 44-year-old New York 
City capitalist stunned Wall Street 
last week, when his family-owned 
TLC Group, L.P. announced an 
agreement to purchase the Bea- 
trice International Foods business 
from BCI Holdings, Inc. for $985 
million in a leveraged buyout. Ina 
leveraged buyout, the assets being 
purchased are used to finance the 
purchase and is a creative form of 
financing that has recently come 
into prorfiinence. 

TLC, The Lewis Companies, is 
a family owned holding company 


- Hearing set for boy 
in murder of friend 


Franklin County Juvenile 
Court, Judge Charles R. Petree 
will determine in a hearing Sept. I 
whether Chancey Ross, 17, should 
be rehabilitated as a juvenile or 
bound over to the grand jury to 
face trial as an adult in the July 24 
shooting death of Jason Murphy, 
14. 


Judge Petree ruled Aug. 12 that 
there is probable cause to believe 


that Ross is guilty of murder. Ross

Columbus police said Ross, 
2027 Grasmere Ave. lured 
Murphy to the rear of the Hamil- 
ton Ave. Elementary School, 
where his body was found. 

Police have charged Don D. 
Russell, 18, of 1057 E. 26th Ave. 
with aggravated murder with 


death penalty specifications as the 
trigger man in the shooting. 


Detectives believe Murphy was 
shot because he was scheduled to 
testify as a prosecution witness 
against Russell, who is charged 
with four counts of aggravated 
robbery and four counts of 
robbery in three music store hold- 
ups on North High Street.

The company was sold to the 
John Crowther Group of Britain 
for $63 million dollars last month. 
The buyer also assumed $32 mil- 
lion in debt. Lewis had recapital- 
ized the firm in 1986 and had 
taken $19 million out of the firm 
in a distribution at that time. 


With cash in his pockets, and 
success in his wake, Lewis began 
the search for new conquests. His 
search ead him to Beatrice Inter- 
national Foods, one of the largest 
international food businesses with 
projected annual sales of $2.5 bil- 
lion. The firm has major brands in 
most of the world’s top markets. 
The company is comprised of 64 
companies operating in 31 
countries. 

International Food manufac- 
tures and markets dairy products, 
confectioneries, processed meats, 
ice cream snacks, beverages and 
other food products. Among its 
products are Patra juice, in Aus- 
tralia; Campofrio Sausage, in 
Europe; Callard & Bowser, candy 


in Europe and Canada, Savoy 
Confectioneries, in Latin Amer- 
ica; and a variety of products 
under the Beatrice label in 
Canada. ’ 

None of the Beatrice Domestic 
Brands, like Hunt-Wesson, Trop- 
icana, Peter Pan or Orville 
Redenbacher are included in the 
sale. However, the International 
Group does control the Butterball 
Brand name outside of the United 
States and markets poultry in the 
United Kingdom. 

Lewis said he was “attracted to 
Beatrice International by its man- 
agement. The people in this com- 
pany have done a fine job and we

Ohio prisons have nation’s 
fifth largest population 


Editor's Note: This is the first of 
a series of articles that will appear 
concerning Ohio's penal system, 
the prisons and inmates. 

CLEVELAND-—Nearly half of 
Ohio's 24,000 prison inmates .are 
Black, report officials at the Ohio 
Department of Rehabilitation 
and Correction Services. A quar- 
ter of the state’s prison population 
are men and women from Cuya- 
hoga County. 

Sociological studies and prison 
reports have proven long ago that 
the vast majority of people in the 
nation’s prison and court systems 
are Black. The majority of people 
on death row are Black. Black 
men, because of economic and 
other conditions, are more likely 


to be accused of crime than men of 
almost any other racial or ethnic 
group. 

With citizens of most states 
demanding that those who are 
convicted of crimes spend longer 
periods. of time incarcerated, the 


+ nation’s state and federal prison 


facilities have become grossly 


overcrowded and are said to be' 


bursting at the seams. 

In Ohio, Department of Cor- 
rection’s officials estimate that 
prison sentences have in recent 
years increased nearly 60 percent. 

With approximately one-third 
of the former prisoners returning 
to prison within five years of being 
released, the state runs about 
average on the number of prison- 
ers who are returned to prison 


because of parole violations or 
new offenses. 

Ohio has the fifth largest prison 
population in the nation. It fol- 
lows California, Texas, New York 
and others in size. Despite its large 
population, the money spent per 
inmate is one of the lowest in the 
nation. 

Ohio spends $9,400 per inmate, 
per year. States with prison popu- 
lations of similar size, such as New 
York and Michigan, spend 
$18,000 and $17,000, respectively. 

Expecting the number of pri- 
soners to swell to a record 30,000 
inmates by 1995, Ohio’s legisla- 
ture has been committed to build- 
ing ten new prison facilities and 
the upgrading of many of .the 
older ones since 1982. Consider- 


ing the disproportionate number 
of Black men and women incar- 
cerated in the state’s prisons, its 
mandate also includes the build- 
ing of prisons within or near large 
metropolitan areas. 

“The number one reason why 
we need prisons in areas around 
Cleveland and other large metro- 
politan areas in Cuyahoga County 
is that since such a large number 
of our inmates are from the area, it 
is better for their rehabilitative 
efforts if their families are easily 
able to visit them,” explained 
Robert Prosser, public relatioris 
officer within the Department of 
Rehabilitation and Correction.

| AIDS and Blacks 


One of the most open séctets‘in this country is the devastation which 
AIDS is wreaking in the’Black commutity. We are pleased that Ohio 
Department of Health Director, Dr. Ronald Fletcher is attempting to do . 
something about it. 

A major myth in this country is that AIDS, the disease which attacks the 
victim’s immune system, is a disease primarily of white homosexuals. ‘While 
white homosexuals still represent a majority of those infected, nationally 
more than 40 percent of all cases are minorities, and in some localities, such 
as New York, Washington, D.C., and Baltimore, Md., a majority of those 
infected with AIDS are minorities. ; 

The primary method of transmission among minorities is through intrav- 
enous drug use. Unfortunately, this method is particularly efficient and 
deadly, since several drug users often use one infected needle. 

“Dr. Fletcher, recognizing the need, has instituted an aggressive effort to 
inform Black people of the risks, and to provide information about the 
disease. The program has involved such diverse groups as ¢x-drug abusers 
in Dayton, churches around the state, and barbershop owners. 

“AIDS is a disease which can potentially effect millions of people. The 
djsease does not make distinctions of race or gender; heterosexuals, homo- 
sexuals, males, females, Blacks and whites are'sufferers. | ot 

We are pleased that the Health Department has taken an aggressive 

approach to informing the Black community about this disease. We hope 

that such information will stimulate development of healthier lifestyles 
among all those who are at risk for the disease. .

CHILLICOTHE, O. -- As early 
as the Pilgrims, people came to 
this country to practice religious 
freedom. Some 100 years later, a 
group felt persecuted enough by 
its own church to split from it, and 
the African Methodist Episcopal 
Church was born. 

This year, the AME Church 
celebrates its bicentennial. Chilli- 
cothe’s Quinn Chapel was the first 
AME Church west of the Allegh- 
enies, established 166 years ago 
this August. 

The Rev. James M. Ward, pas- 
tor of Quinn, said the local church 
broke from what is known today 
as Walnut Street United Metho- 
dist Church in 1821, The church at 
the time was located on West 
Second Street between Paint and 


Churches uniting to 
save black colleges 


CINCINNATI, OH. -- As 
another step to aid financially 
strapped Black colleges, four of the 
nation’s top Black religious lead- 
ers have joined together to help 
establish an educational trust. It is 
the first time in history that presi- 
dents’ of the three major Baptist 
conventions have united behind a 
single fundraising program. As 
national co-chairman of the Dr, 
Lacey Kirk Williams Educational 
Trust, the leaders plan to provide 
a historical perspective on the 
contributions made by Black min- 
isters to the growth and develop- 
ment of Black America. 


The organization was estab- 
lished in 1986 under the direction 
of Dr. L. Venchael Booth, 
founder. of the Progressive 
National Convention, Inc., along 
with the assistance of Dr. T.J. 
Jemison, president of the 


National Baptist Convention, 
USA, Incorporated, Dr. J. Alfred 
Smith, president of the Progres- 
sive National Baptist Convention, 
Inc, and Dr. E. Edward Jones, 
president of the National Baptist 
Convention of America. 

Named after one of the most 
dynamic Black ministers of the 
century, Dr. Lacey Kirk Williams, 
the organization was formed to 
provide on-going educational aid 
to students seeking a career in the 
ministty and to support histori- 
cally Black colleges offering theo- 
logical programs. Dr. Lacey Kirk 
Williams was a former president 
of the National Baptist Conven- 
tion, USA, Incorporated and 
former vice president of the Bap- 
tist World Alliance. The school of 
divinity at Bishop College was 
named in his honor. 

The basic concept of theDr. 
Lacey Kirk Williams Educational 


Trust was derived from a need 
that readily became apparent in 
the early 1980's. Black colleges 
and Black students, particularly 
those seeking to further their theo- 
logical education, are either being 
denied funds or receive a dispro- 
portionate share of them from 
grants, stholarship funds and 
educational | % 

To help support its programs, 
the organization is raising funds 
with a collection of inspirational 
greeting cards in honor of Dr. Wil- 
liams. The cards are being mar- 
keted through churches across the 
country in order to provide scho- 
lorships and benefit historically 
Black Colleges.

Citizens urged 
to report odor 


The Columbus Sewerage and 
-Drainage Division would like to 
know about any odors you might 
smell in Columbus’ Southside 
Areas August and September 
1987. Anyone who detects an odor 
may report it to the City on the 
Buck line, (614) 821-2825, Mon- 
day through Friday from 8 a.m. to 
5: p.m. This survey is part of the 
Division’s study to evaluate odor 
emissions, determine the impact 
of these odors on local communi- 
ties, and find controls that effec- 
tively reduce odors. 

Odors may be repoted each 
time they occur and by. each per- 
son that detects one. By docu- 
menting odor reports during 
August and September, the fre- 
quency of odors in different com- 
munities can be established. Resi- 
dents should report the date, time 
of day and location with each 
odor incident. A technician work- 
ing on the study will respond to 
calls to determine the type of 
odor, intensity, duration, size of 
area affected and frequency of 
odors. 

This study is part of Division's 
Odor Control Plan. The Odor 
Control Committee includes Div- 
ision of Sewerage and Drainage 
personnel, community residents 
and some private industry 
members. The group formed to 
investigate sources of odorous 
emissions in Columbus’ Southside 
Areas and possible controls of 
these sources. 


The elected and appointed 
officers of the local chapter of the 
NAACP, under the direction and 
leadership of Melanie Mitchell, 
President, have undertaken the 
task of effecting meaningful, posi- 
tive changes in the Columbus 
Community.

Unfortunately, too many of the 
citizens of this city, both Black 
and white, do not know what their 
rights are. Knowledge is power 
and without it we unwittingly 
decline to make the appropriate 
demands befitting a first class citi- 
zen. What seperates the successful 
individual from today’s average 
citizen is not the material or 
human resources at their disposal, 
but the knowledge they command 
both directly and indirectly. 

The current administration of 
the Columbus Chapter of the 
NAACP is composed to knowl- 
edgeable individuals with good 
intentions and a commitment to 
all people.

Wrecking Company, 1737 Bide- 
A-Wee, has filed suit alleging the 
company was not given the same 
opportunity as white contractors 
to complete a job at Ohio State 
University, 

Named in the lawsuit filed in 
U.S. District Court are The Ohio 
Department of Administrative 
Services, Division of Public 
Works; State of Ohio; Daniel F. 
Shields, individually and as dep- 
uty director of the Division of 
Public Works; Otto Hilmer, indi- 
vidually and as architect for Fos- 
dick and Hilmers, Inc. and Fos- 
dick and Hilmer; Ohio State 
University; Burt Meyers, individ- 
ually and as agent of the State of 
Ohio; and Walt Gaub, individu- 
ally and as inspector for the State 
of Ohio. 

Craig was hired by the state to 
remove asbestos in buildings at 
Ohio State University. The con- 
tract was subsequently amended 
and the contract price set at 
$232,750.

Interim Superintendent of 
Columbus Public Schools Damon 
Asbury gave a progress report on 
the new reorganization plan for 
elementary and middle schools 
and announced the goals and 
objectives for the 1987-88 school 
year. : 

The reorganization plan 
includes returning to grades K-5 
in the elementary schools, the 
creation of 15 new elementary 
alternative schools and six new 
alternative middle schools, and 
reopening six elementary schools. 

One major component of the 
new organization has been the 
processing of student applications 
and assignments for the fnew 
alternative schools. An additional 
7,700 students will be attending 
alternative schools this fall. When 
new schoals were designed, dis- 
trict officials predicted it would 
take three to five years for all of 

them to achieve maximum capac- 
ity and an acceptable racial bal- 
ance, This had been the pattern in 
most of the district’s alternative 
schools in the past when they were 
first opened. 

First year totals, however, show 
that 16 of the 21 new schgols 
already exceed 70% of capacity.

OUR YOUTH IN SERVICE 


Eighteen of the 22 elementary 
alternative and seven of the eight 
alternative middle schools fall 
within the plus or minus 15 range 
of the district's 46% minority 
enrollment. Several new. alterna- 
tive schools located within pre- 
dominately Black communities, 
including Cassady, Hamilton, 
Windsor, Linmoor, Champion 
and Mohawk, have already 
attracted racially balanced pupil 
enrollments. Only four elemen- 
tary alternatives and one middle 
school alternative fall outside the 
range. They are: Fair (Arts 
impact) -- 81% Black, 17% non- 
Black; Kenwood. (French 
immersion)--30% Black, 70% 
non-Black; and «Mifflin Middle 
School (International studies) — 
64% Black, 36% non-Black. 

“As parents become more 
familiar with these new schools 
and their programs, the enroll- 
ments would become more 
racially balanced each year,” 
noted Asbury. 

During the week of August 17, 
parents will receive mailers giving 
them school transportation 
information for each child. Bus 
pick-up and drop-off locations 
and times are listed, Children who

walk to school will also receive a 
mailer indicating their school 
assignment. 

Asbury is asking parents to be 
“patient during the first few days 
of school as minor adjustments 
are made to bus routes and 
schedules.” 

As the new organization of the 
elementary and middle schools 
gets under way, the district plans 
to look at proposed changes for 
the district’s high schools this fall. 
The timeline for the high school 
plan calls for a draft proposal to 
be presented to the community in 
November. Community meetings 
will then be held to solicit input 
and reactions. 

Other major projects outlined 
in the 1987-88 goals include: con- 
tinuing to improve academic 
achievement among all students, 
making state and federal pro- 
grams more compatible with 
classroom programs; conducting 
a study of career ladder programs 
for Columbus teachers; beginning 
aCPS Fund scholarship program; 
follow-up on promises made in 
the 1986 levy package; working 
with the community to address the 
needs of minority youth; and 
planning for the district's invol- 
vement in the 1992 celebration.
